(ZP)— A h o u se ­ 
wives’ w ar for lower m eat prices 
left n u m e ro u s m en sc ra tch e d an d 
bruised in H a m t r a m c k today, kept 
police scout cars d a s h in g fro m one 
beleaguered b u tc h e r shop to a n ­ 
other, and cut retail meat. sales to 
less than 5 per cent of n o rm al. 
Most of th e casualties w ere h u s ­ 
bands of women 
no t 
connected 
with the w o m e n ’s " c o m m i t t e e for 
action against th e high cost of liv­ 
ing,” th e organization w hich a r ­ 
range d 
th e 
d e m o n s tra ti o n 
and 
placed 500 m ilitant pickets In th e 
field. 
T h e 
men 
were seized as they 
cam e out of meat 
shops, 
the ir 
faces slapped, 
their h air pulled, 
and th e ir

persons w ere arre ste d 
but th e m a jo rity w ere quickly re ­ 
leased.

House ways and means commit 
tee Democrats who are drafting the 
bill— which holds the present key 
to ad jo u rn m en t—ended their pre 
liminary work by broadening it to 
dip into th e incomes of more than 
7,000 individual taxpayers.

j rates would remain unchanged be­ 
low $150,000. 
The committee has yet to con­ 
sider many comparatively minor 
points. 
Nevertheless its members 
apparently recognized the pressure 
or adjournment. They arranged for 
the bill to be introduced formally 
and taken up by the full committee 
Monday. 
Their hope was to get a ne-* 
measure through the house a week 
from tonight. 
M any Obstacles 
Senate Democratic leaders mean­ 
while were at work lining up their 
big majority against 
all 
amend­ 
ments when the tax bill reaches th e 
senate floor. 
They figured such an 
agreement 
would 
get 
the 
bill 
through the senate within a week. 
If this could he done it would leave 
ample time for congress to wind up 
its work before August ended. 
Many obstacles, such as confer­ 
ence 
agre em ents 
on

amendments, omnibus banking, so­ 
cial security and utilities holding

bills, 
nevertheless 
still 
stand in the way of prompt adjourn­ 
ment.

law, It will he noted that docu­ 
mentary proof is

Such proofs must be sub­ 
mitted before any assistance can 
be granted. 
It is suggested, that 
proof of age may show in the fol­ 
lowing ways: 
An official certificate of birth, 
or an abstract from a family rec­ 
ord of births; a document or rec­ 
ord made som e years ago— mili­ 
tary, em ploym ent, naturalization, 
confirmation or m arriage certifi­ 
cate, hospital, fraternal organiza­ 
tion .or election record. 
If foreign born, evidence of na­ 
turalisation is required.

voted to come under the Indian 
Re-organization Act. it was

nounced today at headquarters of 
the Bureau of Indian affairs in 
Washington. 
The votes were

Chippewas for 23 7. against 112. 
L’Anse 
Chippewas. 
for 
413, 
against. S. 
Bay Mills, 
for 
42, 
against, 25. 
The 
Indian 
Re-organization 
Act. passed in June 18. 1934. is 
designed to give the Indians more 
freedom in their activities. 
They 
will he allowed 
to 
incorporate 
businesses and govern themselves 
to a large extent 
The procedure 
of sotting aside allotments will he 
withdrawn, and instead a "revolv­ 
ing fu n d ” of ten million dollars 
will be set aside from which In­ 
dians may borrow for legitimate 
business ventures. 
It is not compulsory for 
In­ 
dians to come under the act. They 
decide for themselves by a m a jo r­ 
ity vote.

HUNTING LAWS 
ARE CHANGED 


Commission Now Taking 
Advantage of Discre­ 
tionary Power 


2 Nahma Aviators Join

A number of changes "ill be in 
effort in Michigan'? hunting law? 
next fall and winter a? a result 
of action taken under the Disore- 1 
tionarv Power Act by the State j 
Conservation 
Commission 
at 
its j 
July meeting. 
The Discretionary 
Power Act. passed by the legisla­ 
ture of 19 25. empowers the com­ 
mission to shorten or close any 
open hunting season set by the 
legislature, when it feels such ac­ 
tion is necessary to save the game 
and preserve hunting. 
The commission 
reduced 
the 
31-day open seasons provisionally 
aet by the legislature on pheas­ 
ants. ruffed grouse, 
sharptailed 
grouse and prairie chickens to 13 
days in the open territory of the 
lower peninsula. 
The commission had no a u th o r­ 
ity under the Discretionary Pow­ 
er Act to increase the season on 
ruffed grouse, prairie 
chickens 
and sharptailed grouse in the up­ 
per peninsula and so the 12-day 
reason of previous years will pre­ 
vail there. 
Bag Limits Enlarged 
“ Bag limits on the species of 
upland birds 
above 
mentioned, 
however, will be larger this year. 
The season hag limit on pheasant 
has been increased 
from 
four 
birds to six birds and the season j 
bag limits on ruffed grouse and 
on combined prairie chickens and 
©harptailed grouse from IO to 25. 
These limits are statewide in ef­ 
fect, except that prairie chickens 
©nd sharptailed grouse may not 
be hunted south of the north line 
of Townline IO north. 
The rabbit and hare season in 
the southern half of the 
lower 
peninsula was shortened by 
30 
days. 
South of the northline of 
jTownline 16 tlje rabbit and hare 
reason will close on Jan. I. In the 
[rest of Michigan it will close on 
ijan. 31 as in previous years. 
The 45-day season for hunting 
Raccoon in the lower 
peninsula 
was left as set by the legislature. 
T his means an increase of 15 days 
l o r raccoon hunting. 
The season 
will be from Nov. I to Dec. 15, in­ 
clusive. 
No action was taken by 
the 
commission on migratory water­ 
fowl, due to the fact that dates 
o f any open season allowed this 
jrear will be set by 
the 
United 
States Bureau of Biological Sur­ 
re y . 
If an open season is de­ 
clared by the Biological Survey 
on certain species of 
migratory 
waterfowl, it probably 
will 
be 
shorter than that provisionally al­ 
lowed by the state legislature. 
Woodcock Season 
No action was taken on 
the 
woodcock season, pending plans of 
the Bureau of Biological Survey 
on migratory game birds. 
Previous d i s c r e t i o n a l 
orders 
of the State Conservation Com­ 
mission closing hunting for black 
and gray squirrels will continue 
this year.

I am glad to answer th at ques­ 
tion because there are undoubted­ 
ly many people who believe that 
if an area is included within 
a 
National Forest it is closed up, or 
greatly restricted in its uses for 
the enjoyment of the people. That 
is not the ease, but exactly the op­ 
posite is true. 
Of course, protec­ 
tion must and ought to he given 
to areas upon which young trees 
have just been planted; and when 
the danger of forest fires is es­ 
pecially great because 
of 
dry 
weather, some control m ust 
be 
maintained against the setting of 
forest fires in the woods by smok­ 
ers and campers. 
It is plainly 
necessary that we take steps to 
see that the forests are not de­ 
stroyed, because if they are. all 
of the effort and all of the mon­ 
ey expended, as well as all 
our 
hopes for the fu tu re arising out 
of the rebuilding and restoring of 
the forests, will be wasted 
and 
lost. 
W ill Benefit Millions 
The State Governments join in 
giving leadership in forest 
pro­ 
tection. because the Federal Gov­ 
ernment is confined 
entirely 
in 
Its authority to its own 
limited 
National Forest areas. 
But be­ 
yond the necessity of taking such 
steps as will prevent the defeat of 
our far-sighted purpose in restor­ 
ing the Forest areas, the policy of 
the United States Forest Service 
is to make the Forests under its 
jurisdiction just as accessible and 
just as valuable for the recreation 
of the people as it is possible to 
make them. 
We recognize that this is espec­ 
ially im portant here in these Cen-' 
tral States of immense 
popula­ 
tion. 
We realize th a t here there 
are, literally, millions of 
people 
who will be benefited in both body 
and spirit by having Forests re­ 
stored and made available to them 
close to their homes. 
It is well for us to recall again 
that th e sturdy character of the 
original American people was en­ 
hanced through their contact with 
the Forest. 
Clear lakes and riv­ 
ers are conducive of clear think­ 
ing and vision. 
When the Forests 
pass and a re replaced 
by

scarred wastes and ruthless

Training Schools For Forestry 
Established in Wisconsin Area 


Region 9 of the IL S. Forest 
Service recently put into effect a 
procedure in 
training methods 
which may have far reaching re ­ 
sults. 
For a long time it has been 
recognized that four years school­ 
ing in Forestry does 
not 
ade­ 
quately equip 
forestry students 
for intensive field work. 
To bridge this 
gap 
between 
the forestry school 
and 
actual 
field work a “ West Point of the 
Forest Service” has been estab­ 
lished on the 
Nioolet National 
Forest in Wisconsin. 


Enrolled for Month 
The first enrollment consisted 
of twenty-five men, all graduate 
Junior 
Foresters, 
who 
have 
shown promise of getting ahead 
in their own particular line. Each 
enrollment period extends through 
a period of one month. 
Nearly 
all of the 
different 
operations 
covered in forestry 
work 
are 
taught by trained specialists from 
the Regional Office. 
Most 
of 
these instructors are men 
who 
have served in the Forest Serv­ 
ice for a good many years. 
They 
are masters in their own line of 
work and by teaching pass their 
experience on down to the 
be­ 
ginners. 
Forestry is a compari- 
tively new 
profession 
in 
this 
country most 
of 
our 
forestry 
schools having been established 
late in the 
nineteenth 
century. 
Some of the forest practices used 
in European countries are applic­ 
able in this country but in most 
cases conditions 
and 
problems 
are far too complicated to make 
a 
similar tre a tm e n t practicable. 
This means working out a solu­ 
tion in the field for a good many 
of the forest problems found in 
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th ere is a recognition that more 
than half of the automobile tra f­ 
fic over the highway systems of 
the United States is now recrea­ 
tional 
travel. 
In 
our National 
Forest 
areas 
themselves 
more 
than 90 percent of the travel is 
recreational. 
A very large 
per­ 
centage of these who so travel are 
never able to get out 
of 
"eye 
shot" of the main routes of tra v ­ 
el. 
We. therefore, consider it im­ 
portant that in order to render 
the highest of public service, the 
areas in the National Forests bor­ 
dering on these arteries of travel 
shall be given, as far as possible.

made up a report for each area 
tract of timber, lake or stream 
covered during the 
field 
trips. 
This report covered past history, 
present conditions and recomm en­ 
dations for treatm en t over a ser­ 
ies of years to bring back maxi 
mum productivity. 
Upon 
the 
completion of all reports the in­ 
structor gives the proper plans 
for treatm ent and 
reasons. 
In 
this way stu dents are trained to 
see conditions more as the older 
more experienced specialists look 
upon them. 
Methods of tr e a t­ 
ment become more or less stand­ 
ardized for each problem consid­ 
ered. 
Contrary to the usual pro­ 
cedure in schools grades are of 
little importance in the final a b ­ 
jective of this school. 
To tetfllS 
foresters to see 
conditions 
Yf'- 
curately and to make workable 
plans for the future treatm ent of 
the forest these are the two im­ 
portant items 
for 
which 
the 
school was founded. 
In this Region due to clear cut­ 
ting practices in the past it is 
necessary to build our forests up 
from the bottom step 
by 
step; 
many far reaching plans must be 
made and adhered to; many years 
must elapse 
before 
liquidation 
will be possible. 
A plan made 
up to cover operations 
over 
a 
j number of years if 
improperly 
and poorly made may mean the 
loss of a great deal of time and 
money. 
The small expense 
in­ 
volved in maintaining the train ­ 
ing school is negligible compared

good workable plans available for 
the proper administration of th e 
forests.

The magazine carries an inter­ 


woodland in the country. 
There 
are many lovely little lakes 
and 
streams abounding 
with 
trout 
scattered through it. 
The east­ 
ern portion contains many 
im- 
pentarable 
swamps 
overgrown 
with tamarack and cedar. 
The 
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eating article concerning the “ Up- western portion of this great for- 
per 
Peninsula 
of 
Michigan,’’ est has less of the savage and for- 
which reads as follows: 
Mining regions are proverbially 
barren and rocky, and the upper 
peninsula of Michigan— at least 
that portion of it which is so pro­ 
ductive of iron and copper— forms 
no exception to this rule. 
It is 
old— older than most of our hills, 
for it was the first land that was 
attached to the original Lauren- 
tian nucleus about 
which 
our 
continent has been formed. 
It 
has. in consequence, always been 
a favorite field 
for 
geological 
study, and its 
novel 
industrial 
features make it no less interest­ 
ing to the ordinary traveller. 
The face of the country is ru g ­ 
ged and seamed and worn. 
Were 
it not for its mineral wealth 
it 
would 
remain 
permanently 
a 
wilderness. 
Lumber 
companies 
would invade it here and there, 
and retire after having robbed the 
forest of the pine which is found 
in a few scattered patches. 
It 
would be an 
eddy 
where 
the 
stream of Western migration had 
left a few Indians and woodsmen 
to subsist by the methods of prim ­ 
itive life. 
The land is generally 
valueless from the farmer's point 
of view, for the soil is a light 
drift— too light for w heat— and 
the climate a winter modified by 
a season of sum m er weather too 
short for Indian corn to ripen. 
Hay, oats, and potatoes yield the 
farmer a fair return, but the cli­ 
mate is so rigorous that the se­ 
curing of shelter and fuel calls 
for so large an amount of energy 
that little is left to devote to cul­ 
tivation. 
It is a proof of this 
that a very inconsiderable frac­ 
tion of the population attempts 
to subsist by farming, although 
the freight Chicago is added to 
the price of all the staple articles 
of production— hay, for instance, 
being from twenty to twenty-five 
dollars a ton, and milk ten cents 
a quart. Curiously enough, stra w ­ 
berries and currants reach a per­ 
fection unknown in more hospi­ 
table 
latitudes, 
a 
Marquette 
strawberry resembling in size a 
Seckel pear, and in flavor a wild 
strawberry. 
This is 
owing, 
no 
doubt, to the fact that in n o rth ­ 
ern latitudes— Marquette is about 
as far north as Quebec— the few 


bidding aspect peculiar to North­ 
ern woods, and is comparatively 
open. 
The road 
to 
Ontonagon 
passes through it in one direction, 
and is barely practicable for u n ­ 
covered wagons. 
It is worth e n ­ 
during a long railroad journey to 
be able 
to 
drive 
forty 
miles 
through trees with the conscious­ 
ness that you are leaving hum an 
habitations farther behind you at 
every step. 
The forest is singu­ 
larly devoid of animal life. 
Mile 
after mile is uncheered by a soli­ 
tary bird. 
Possibly 
you 
may 
chance on the fresh track of a 
bear or a deer. 
If indeed you 
have the endurance to watch for 
six hours without moving, it may 
be granted you to see a 
working on his dam. 
There is one short period of 
the June day when a 
Northern 
forest loses its kild. stern ch ar­ 
acter. 
It is when the long twi­ 
light of the 
summ er 
evenings 
passes 
through 
the 
beautiful 
modifications of the 
after-glow. 
The setting of the sun is follow­ 
ed by the usual grayish light, but 
instead of fading gradually into 
darkness, the western sky for a 
space of ninety degrees on 
the 
horizon, and to a height of fif­ 
teen degrees or 
more, 
becomes 
filled with a soft yellow radiance. 
This lasts till ten o'clock or lat­ 
er. At half past nine one can read 
easily. 
The light is evenly dif­ 
fused. and there are no shadows. 
It is as mystic as moonlight, but 
warmer, more kindly sympathe­ 
tic. 
The cheerfulness of day is 
mingled with thhe serenity 
and 
solemnity of night. Nature speaks 
of the gentle and the loving in a 
way that draws the heart to her 
insensibly, and one perceives how 
it comes that the inhabitants of 
high latitudes are so strongly a t­ 
tached to their homes. 
The few Indians who are left on 
the northern 
peninsula 
are 
a 
peaceful, harmless folk. 
They 
live by hunting and fishing, act­ 
ing as guides for exploring p a r­ 
ties, and a few* work In a desul­ 
tory way in the pineries. 
Many 
of them own sall-boats, and live 
in framed houses, and have adopt­ 
ed the white m a n ’s clothes. 
But 
some still retain the blanket and 
sum m er days have from eighteen j the wigwam, and can speak only 
to twenty hours of sunlight and I their own language. 
The father 
after-glow and vegetable growth 
is 
virtually 
uninterrupted 
by 
darkness. 
Light, 
the 
botanists 
tells us, hears the same relation 
to aroma that heat does to sweet­ 
ness. 
Such strawberries as these 
must be seen to be appreciated, 
and must be visited to be seen, 
for they are too large and too del­ 
icate to bear travel themselves. 
I have spoken of the climate as 
a winter modified by a short su m ­ 
mer. The July and August w e a th ­ 
er I can vouch for as delightful 
Even when the sun is hottest you 
feel instinctively that there is no 
prostrating power in it, and the 
nights are invariably cool. 
In 
July the mean daily range was 19 
degrees, and the monthly range 
50 degrees, the lowest recorded 
temperature being 
38 
degrees. 
Near the lake the presence of so 
large a body of water which 
at 
Marquette never falls below* 52 
degrees, and 
on 
the 
extreme 
northern end of 
the 
peninsula 
never below 48 degrees, acts 
as 
an equalizer and 
restricts 
the 
range withiu comparatively n a r­ 
row limits. 
This low 
tem pera­ 
ture of the lake water, which is 
higher than that of any of the 
streams entering it, precludes the 
idea of bathing. 
As 
a 
conse­ 
quence few of the 
lake 
sailors 
can swim, and it would be of lit­ 
tle avail to them as a means of 
preserving life if they could, for 
the most robust man if he falls in­ 
to Lake Superior chills and dies 
in a few* moments. 
The n um e r­ 
ous trout streams in the woods 
are of an icy coldness. 
The snow, 
which falls to a depth of six or 
seven feet, melts and sinks into 
the sandy ground, to 
re-appear 
from deep-seated springs with a 
tem perature of 39 degrees, which 
is exactly equal to the average 
annual tem perature of the place. 
The thick forests prevent the sun 
from warming the ground or th* 
water. 
And finally the lake is so 
deep— its bed 
reaching 
several 
hundred feet below the level of 
the sea— that the sum m er air has 
little effect on it before it is again 
covered 
with 
ice. 
There 
ie 
no 
other 
place 
on 
the 
globe 
where 
so 
large 
a 
body 
of 
cold fresh water lies at an ele­ 
vation of six hundred feet above 
the sea. 
The air in contact with 
this deep chilly water seems 
to 
acquire a peculiar vivifying and 
refreshing quality, quite impos­ 
sible to describe, but very easy to 
appreciate. 
Here must 
be 
the 
great sum m er sanitarium or cool­ 
ing-off place for 
Chicago 
and 
Milwaukee. 
In point of woodland 
scenery 
the Michigan wilderness can not 
compare with the W hite 
Moun­ 
tains or the Adirondacks. 
The 
great effective feature of height 
is wanting, as the 
elevation 
is 
rarely more than 
six 
hundred 
feet above the lake, and the gen­ 
eral contour is broken and roll­ 
ing. 
The northern shore is much 
bolder. 
The forest southwest of 
Portage Lake is more than 
one 
hundred miles long, and has es­ 
caped devastation by forest fires. 
It extends into Wisconsin, and as 
far as I went— about fifty miles 
--con sists principally of hard m a ­ 
ple. 
It is capable of supplying 
the continent with sugar. 
Until 
some discoveries of 
copper 
are 
rpade in it. it will probably 
re-j 


ly, and the car-loads of ore are 
raised quickly to the surface. The 
ore lies in an irregular vertical 
bed from fifty to one hundred 
and fifty feet wide, 
which 
has 
been excavated in an “open c u t” 
to a depth of two hundred feet. 
The wails of this chasm are of 
deep red Jasper and gray quartz­ 
ite. and from the bridge which 
spans it give a magnificent effect. 
At the bottom is a black floor of 
iron ore, on 
which 
men 
and 
horses look like atomies. 
Drill­ 
ing and blasting between these 
overhanging massive cliffs look 
very dangerous, and indeed can 
hardly fail to be so. 
The deeper 
“ workings” are far beneath this, 
and in them a roof of ore is left 
for protection, 
which serves at 
least to hide the danger. 
Going 
down into these, we find suites of 
immense murky 
rooms, 
whose 
floors and roofs and 
walls 
are 
black 
lustrous 
magnetic 
ore. 
Around the sides the power drills 
are at work, striking six hundred 
blows a minute, driven by 
the 
compressed air, which is carried 
in a rubber hose to every part of 
the mine. 
They are as rapid as a 
sewing-machine, and 
not 
much 
larger, but energetic as a steam- 
hammer, of which, indeed, they 
are diminutive copies. 
But two 
yellow-haired young Danes, who 
beaver are “ drivinK” a hole by the old­ 
fashioned method of striking al­ 
ternately with sledge-hammers on 
a steel bar held in position by 
their comrade, are much better 
worth looking at than the busy, 
little machines. 
They are in a 
very 
constrained 
position, 
but 
every movement is full 
of 
the 
grace which comes from a perfect 
muscular 
development. 
They 
swing their hamm ers at a r m ’s- 
length, as their forefathers used 
the two-handled mace. 
This is 
the famous “ Bessemer ore,” and 
in a month it will be at the great 
mills at Cambria, or Joliet, or 
Harrisburg, and in three w’eeks 
more it will be transformed into 
a steel rail, and in another month 
it will be in a railroad in Kansas 
or Dakota, and wheat cars will 
be rolling on it toward the Atlan­ 
tic. 
On its hard, smooth face a 
bushel of w’heat can be freighted 
a 
thousand 
miles 
for 
twenty 
cents less than on a soft iron rail. 
Every one in this part of the 
peninsula is covered with red ore 
dust and talking nbout iron. 
In 
the hotels, on the streets, In the 
stations, one hears 
the 
worda 
“ hematite." “specular,” “ magne­ 
tic,’’ “output of the Norway.” on 
every side. 
The very clocks are 
set to “ mining tim e,” half un hour 
faster than the old-fashioned sun 
time. 
More than one thousand 
men are in the woods “ prospect­ 
ing.’’ 
The 
large 
lan do w ners 
have adopted the policy of g ran t­ 
ing “options’’; that Is, signing an 
agreement that lf 
any 
person 
shall uncover a bed of ore on his 
land, the finder shall be entitled 
to a certain interest, 
generally 
one-third. 
Those 
who 
obtain 
these 
options 
frequently 
hire 
woodmen, for their outfit and a 


in charge of the Catholic mission 
at L'Anse, whose knowledge 
of 
them is perhaps as accurate 
as 
that of any other 
person, 
puts small fraction of the prospective4 certainty felt by the miner th at 


ceive th© mint mark. 
One-twen­ 
tieth or more of the whole mass is 
copper; and when we reflect that 
copper 
is worth th re e hundred 
and eighty dollars a ton, that the 
regular monthly product of the 
mine is fourteen hundred tons, 
that other mines whose rock con­ 
tains one-fifth as much copper, 
and is less easily obtained, are 
able to earn regular dividends, 
we can form some idea of the 
princely Income of this magnifi­ 
cent property. 
At the mine Is a 
village of eight thousand inhabi­ 
tants, all living on land and in 
houses owned by the company, 
and on wages paid by the com­ 
pany. As a straightforward manly 
development of American civili­ 
zation this village of Calumet Is 
without a peer. 
There is no law­ 
yer, and the only Justice of the 
peace is obliged to act as superin­ 
tendent of the railroad for occu­ 
pation. 
There is, indeed, a law­ 
yer in the adjoining and subsid­ 
iary village of Red Jacket, but 
one lawyer is 
of 
necessity 
as 
harmless as half a pair of shears. 
No one has ever been 
sent 
to 
State-prison during the ten yQars 
of the 
town's 
life. 
During a 
stay of a fortnight I saw no one 
under the influence of liquor— a 
state of things so unnatural in a 
mining town as to m ake one feel 
uneasy. 
Two “ Molly Maguires” 
from the coal regions would make 
more noise than the two thousand 
employes of Calumet. 
The moral 
tone is as bracing as the fresh 
cool air. 
The miner, instead of 
eying a stranger sulkily, and as it 
hesitating which stone he should 
throw at him. gives him good-day 
cheerily and heartily, as used th** 
old-time rural population of New 
England. 
Here are Swedes. Nor­ 
wegians. Danes, 
Finns, 
Scotch. 
Cornishmen, Canadians, Russians, 
Bohemians, 
Spaniards, 
Italians, 
and Germans quietly and harmon­ 
iously 
developing 
into 
self-re­ 
specting American citizens. Thir­ 
teen languages are spoken on the 
reservation. 
Mining 
companies 
usually prefer this 
mixture 
of 
nationalities, as a security against 
strikes; for confusion of tongues 
has been a preventive against un­ 
lawful 
combinations 
of 
labor 
since the building of the Tower 
of Babel. 
The tie which binds 
wage-earning 
men 
together 
is 
readily unloosed by race Jealous­ 
ies. 
A miners’ union in thirteen 
languages is impossible. 
But the 
Calumet Company have no reason 
to fear strikes among any portion 
of their force. 
No man Is dis­ 
charged without cause, or forced 
to lose time. 
Pay-day Is as punc­ 
tual as the moon. 
The company 
employ four physicians, and have 
built a school-house with ample 
room for twenty-two teachers and 
eighteen 
hundred children, and 
equipped it with all the most ap­ 
proved aids to teaching. 
To the 
miners' aid fund 
the 
company 
subscribe exactly the amount the 
miners do, making last year a 
free gift of nine thousand dollars. 
But it is not 
h o much gratitude 
for this llberalitv rh the absolute 


their number at two 
thousand, 
nearly all of whom 
can 
speak 
English Imperfectly. 
Their trib­ 
al relation la slowly decaying— in 
fact, exists only as a tradition. 
The name of the tribe he writes 
“ Otchlpwes.” 
He says that they 
can not resist the fatal effects of 
the vices of the lower classes of 
whites with whom they come in 
contact, and th a t the numbers of 
the 
full-bloods 
are 
gradually 
shrinking. 
The inherited habits 
of generations are so built 
into 
the constitution of the race th a t 
regular food and shelter have a 
pauperizing effect on them. 
In a 
few* years the only trace left of 
them will be the melodious names 
of the islands and bays and rivers 
where they fished and hunted, un­ 
less perhaps a token of their a n ­ 
cestry remain in the darker cheek 
or hair of some American citi­ 
zen of obscure pedigree; for the 
half and quarter breeds, though a 
mongrel race, seem to have, in 
contradiction to the general rule, 
greater powers of resistance than 
the pure-bloods. 
It is fortunate that the Jesuits 
and voyageurs came 
into 
this 
country before the Americans, so 
th at the Indian and French local 
names were firmly fastened be­ 
fore our people took possession; 
and instead of the eternal Jack ­ 
son and Madison and Adams, and 
North this and New that, we have 
Escanaba, Negaunee, 
Marquette, 
Isle Royale, Grand Portage, Al­ 
louez, Pewabic. Ontonagon, 
Me­ 
nominee and Michigamme, 
the 
last a beautiful word, pronounced 
as it is with the broad a. 
It is 
the name of a river, a canoe trip 
down which has all the charm of 
wood life without its discomfort. 
Pewabic is the Indian name of a 
low range of hills, and has been 
changed by a p rin te r’s error into 
“ Penokee’ 
which is now legally 
adopted. 
With what 
a 
m an u ­ 
script must that printer have con­ 
tended! 
So this fine word, sig­ 
nifying “ iron” , is lost, except as 
the name of a mine 
which 
we 
trust may immortalize it. 
The material development of 
this country, which supports 
a 
population of 
twenty 
thousand 
people, depends upon two distinct 
industries, the raining of iron ore 
and of copper; for the cutting of 
lumber is carried on at a few 
points only, and is of necessity 
temporary. The production of iron 
ore, which began about twenty- 
five years ago. and reached one 
hundred thousand tons in 1862, 
has grown steadily till it touched 
one and one-half millions of tons 
in 18 79, and will exceed two mil­ 
lions of tons in 1882. 
Most of 
this immense product is taken to 
Cleveland, whence it is distributed 
by rail to meet the coal of Ohio 
water-power, in a huge iron pipe 
nearly a mile long. 
It is rather 
uncanny to see the engine wheels 
revolving, and the great pumps 
slowly 
reciprocating, 
with 
no 
smoke 
or 
sound 
of 
escaping 
steam. 
The pipes and cylinders 
are cold; snow forms around the 
exhaust passages; there is no ap­ 
parent cause for motion. 
It is a 
dead machine, working as if alive. 
But it performs its work efficient-! 


interest, to explore for them. The 
ore lies in a certain geological 
formation, called, in the nomen­ 
clature of the country, a “ mineral 
range,” generally 
in 
irregular 
lens-shaped masses, or, as a min­ 
ing captain expressed It, 
“ like 
seeds in a pum pkin”— seeds from 
four to eight hundred feet long. 
The strata are so wrinkled and 
tilted and twisted by the contrac­ 
tion of the earth's surface that it 
Is almost impossible 
to 
distin­ 
guish their bedding. 
If the sur­ 
face were smoothed 
out 
again, 
the upper peninsula 
would 
be 
large 
enough 
to make a good- 
sized Western State. 
It has been 
ground down by the great conti­ 
nental glacier, and left covered 
with sand and gravel and bowld­ 
ers, on all but the highest parts, 
to a depth of from ten to one hu n ­ 
dred feet. 
The prospectors sink 
a well, which they call a "test 
pit,” through this drift, and if 
they do not happen to 
hit 
the 
edge of a pumpkin-seed, move a 
little farther off, and try again. 
If they strike a bed of “ lean ore,” 
or any of the rocks that usually 
inclose a valuable deposit, they 
deduce from the inspection of a 
fragment the most favorable posi­ 
tion for a new trial. 
They pos­ 
sess an acuteness and an amount 
of 
rough-and-ready 
geological 
knowledge, acquired in the min­ 
ing school of experience, which 
almost reach the dignity of ait in­ 
stinct. 
The older companies use 
the diamond drill for exploring, 
which bores to any depth and in 
any direction required, and brings 
out a core or rod of stone from 
the 
hole, 
giving a consecutive 
sample of all the material pene­ 
trated. 
Every year new discover­ 
ies, new experience, and new me­ 
chanical inventions render Lake 
Superior Iron-mining less proble­ 
matical, and strengthen its posi­ 
tion as one of the great perm a­ 
nent industries of the country. 
The northern part of the upper 
peninsula juts out into Lake Su­ 
perior like a gigantic thumb. This 
is Keweenaw Point, and through 
it runs an 
inclined 
system 
of 
rocks known to geologists as the 
“copper-bearing 
series,” and to 
miners as the copper 
“ mineral 
ra n g e .” 
This supplementary pe­ 
ninsula, which is not more than 
fifteen miles wide, is cleft from 
one side to the other near Its 
base, and below the level of the 
lake, by a valley in which lies a 
long, 
irregular 
sheet of water 
called 
Portage 
Lake, 
through 
which large boats pass freely. On 
the sides of this inlet 
are 
the 
great stamping-mills of the cop­ 
per mines, and a few miles north 
of it is the great 
Calumet 
and 
Hecla Mine, which, whether view­ 
ed commercially, socially, or in­ 
dustrially, is one of the notable 
establishments of the world. 
A 
slice of conglomerate rock vary­ 
ing from ten to fifteen feet in 
thickness, aud reaching to an un­ 
known depth into the earth, is 
streaked and veined through more 
than a mile of its length with cop­ 
per— not copper ore, which must 
go through an expensive process 
of concentration 
and 
smelting 
but metallic copper, good enough 
to ham m er into pennies and re- 


the company are 
governed 
by 
stern 
principles 
of 
rectitude 
which gives tone to the Calumet 
community, and makes 
it 
the 
most efficient body of working­ 
men in the world. 
It gives the 
strongest 
testimony to the Im­ 
mense silent power of character, 
in this age when we refer every­ 
thing to the balance of material 
forces and the action of physical 
laws. 
When Fisk had control of 
the Erie Railway, the uncivilized 
bandtt began to crop out. in every 
conductor and brakeman; and if 
his spirit could enter the Calumet 
and Hecla direction, its debasing 
influence 
would 
filter through 
the organization, and make Calu­ 
met among mines what the Erie 
was among railroads. 
A great property like this is a 
trust in more senses than one. 


a mansion on Fifth Avenue, a vil­ 
la in Newport, a stable full of 
nimble horses, a family 
fruges 
consumer© natl, at best a gallery 
of chance-selected pictures, 
are 
so frequently the 
highest 
out­ 
come— that the country is to be 
congratulated that these yearly 
millions go into worthy 
hands 
and attain worthy 
objects. 
It 
seems an exaggeration to say of 
an industrial establishment, but 
it is not too much to say it of 
Calumet and Hecla, that it adds 
an honor to a great 
scientific 
name. 
The Lake Superior mines have 
the advantage of producing metal 
free from any alloy of antimony 
or nickel or arsenic. 
In many of 
the mines great masses of native 
metal are found Ro large 
that 
they must be cut in place with 
chisels. 
All the more important mines 
are situated on the ancient work­ 
ings of a prehistoric race. 
They 
seem to have been ignorant of the 
fact th at copper could be melted, 
for they left behind 
them 
the 
fragments too small to use and 
the masses too 
heavy 
to 
lift. 
Every day they subjected it to a 
tem perature nearly high enough, 
without making a discovery which 
would have lifted them out of tho 
Stone Age into the Bronze Ago, 
and perhaps have enabled them 
to survive the struggle In which 
they perished. 
They must have 
been very numerous, 
and 
have 
reached the point of development 
where they were capable of or­ 
ganizing industry. 
In Isle Royale, near the Minong 
Mine, their pits, excavated to a 
depth of from ten to twenty feet 
in the solid rock, cover an area 
of from three to 
four 
hundred 
feet wide and more than a mile 
and a half in length. 
The labor 
expended here can not have been 
much short of that Involved in 
building a Pyramid. 
Isle Royale 
is ten miles from the nearest land, 
and is Incapable 
of 
producing 
food, so that all supplies except 
fish must have been brought from 
some distant point. 
Their exca­ 
vations could of course never go 
below the point at which water 
would accumulate. 
Their ham ­ 
mers, frequently to the number of 
several thousand, are 
found 
in 
heaps where they were evidently 
placed at the end of the season. 
As no graves or evidences of habi­ 
tations are found, we can hardly 
doubt th at the ancient 
miners 
lived south of the great 
lakes, 
and made yearly Journeyings with 
fleets of canoes to 
the 
copper 
mines. 
The aggregate amount of 
the metal which they carried off 
must have been very great, and 
it has. I believe, been generally 
thought 
that the copper imple­ 
ments of the 
ancient 
Mexicans 
came from this source. 
M. Char- 
nay in a recent number of the 
North American seems to think 
that the Mexicans reducer! copper 
from its ores. 
A chemical analy­ 
sis of their hatchets would solve 
the question, for Lake Superior 
copper is so free from alloys as to 
be unmistakable. 
j 
The superintendent of the old 
Caledonia 
Mine 
in 
Ontonagon 
County kindly took me to the top 
of a cliff where three 
Cornish 
“ tributers"— miners working not 
for wages b u t for a share of the 
product— had cleared out one of 
the ancient pits in the outcrop of 
the vein. 
They had brought out 
a quantity of copper, and had Just 
uncovered a large 
mass 
which 
would weigh 
certainly not less 
than seven tons. 
Many battered 
stone hammers lay around

Do we need a new Court House? 
My answer is no, we do not. Some 
offices may be a little crowded on 
the first floor, but this can be 
remedied by building 20 foot ad­ 
ditions on the north and south 
sides of the present building, and 
$25,000 will pay the bill. 
How 
do other business concerns handle 
their affairs? 
Ju st look at the 
office building of the Northwest­ 
ern Railway In Escanaba. 
Twen­ 
ty times as much business is done 
In this small building as Is done 
in our court house and did you 
ever hear of a man resigning his 
Job there because the building 
was small and shabby looking? 
And did you ever hear of a county 
official resigning or refusing to 
run for office because the court 
house was too small? 
And they 
spend all their time 
there 
too. 
C an’t the rest of us spend the few 
minutes each year we may need 
to do our business there? 
But 
say our worthy Supervisors our 
court house is a fire trap, and 
should be abandoned. 
So are all 
our homes fire traps, includiug 
those of our supervisors, and by 
the same logic we 
should 
pull 
them down, but we are not silly 
enough to do It. and to 
do 
It 
would make work 
too. 
Again 
they tell us we must find work 
for our unemployed. 
But this a r­ 
gument will not stand analysis. 
Lets look at It. 
I will use myself 
as a sample case. 
If this measure 
carries It will cost mo $20 a year 
tor five years. 
And it Is now al­ 
most impossible to pay my taxes. 
Twenty 
dollars 
will buy me a 
suit of clothes.

The result will be 
some tailors, and

True you 
will furnish a few days tempor­ 
ary work to some workers, but 
they most likely will not be in the 
unemployed class, and you will 
pay them with borrowed money 
but you will throw other workers 
out of Jobs for the next five years 
while you pay this debt, and de­ 
prive yourself of the comforts of 
life besides. 
Then again if the 
site is changed a new Jail must 
be built and this 
means 
more 
taxes. 
Taxpayers, the thing to do 
is to vote NO on this proposition.

Detroit, July 2 7 (ZP)— Awards 
totaling $65,000 will be distribut­ 
ed among winners at the 86th an­ 
nual Michigan State Fair, Aug. 30 
to Sept. 8. 
Only

Michigan will be allowed to enter 
livestock and agricultural exhib­ 
its. 
George A. Prescott, jr., secre­ 
tary of the state fair board, said 
today “we have sound reasons for 
predicting that *the 1935 
state 
fair will be the finest In Michi­ 
gan’s history.” 
“We expect to have unusually 
fine automotive and other indus­ 
trial exhibits, and we are offering 
every possible inducement to far­ 
mers to show their championship- 
calibre livestock and other farm 
products.” 
The board of managers Is plan­ 
ning a series of “human interest” 
contests for the fair. 
Including 
horse -pulling, 
milking, 
sheep­ 
shearing, hog calling and husband 
calling. 
There will be competi­ 
tion to determine the ‘‘healthiest 
boy and girl in Michigan” and a 
“ better babies” contest in which 
$800 in prizes will be awarded. 
Circus at Coliseum 
A feature for women will be 
“old-time” and “ modern” kitch 
ens arranged side by side to dem­ 
onstrate a hundred years of prog­ 
ress in household equipment. 
A. G. Kettunen, state 4-H club 
leader, announced that $9,000 in 
prizes will be distributed among 
junior agriculturists. 
He said a 
great variety of farm 
products 
will be exhibited in the 4-H sec­ 
tion of the fair. 
The midway at the fair will be 
occupied by a large carnival, and 
a circus will show in the Coliseum 
all except three afternoons when 
the building will be devoted to 
livestock judging.

July 27 {IP)— Sen­ 
ator Vandenberg (R-Mich.) said 
today the results of the eighteen 
months’ existence of the Federal 
Deposit 
Insurance 
Corporation 
“justify every promise and claim 
made in behalf of this great so­ 
cial and economic adventure.” 
Vandenberg^ views 
were 
ex­ 
pressed in transmitting 
to 
the 
senate information on the activi­ 
ties of the corporation as sup­ 
plied by its chairman. 
Leo 
T. 
Crowley. 
Crowley’s letter, furnished the 
senate in connection 
with 
the 
omnibus banking bill which 
pro­ 
vides for a permanent deposit in­ 
surance plan, said 14,000 of the 
15,000 licensed commercial banks 
had been admitted to the fund. 
Crowley reported aggregate 
de­ 
posits of the insured banks ex­ 
ceed $40,000,000,000. of 
which 
more than $17,000,000,000 is pro­ 
tected by insurance. 
The total expenses of the cor­ 
poration from inception Septem­ 
ber l l 1933 to June 30, 
1935, 
said Crowley, were 
$7,246,000. 
including 
$5,678,000 
operating 
expenses and $1,568,000 
insur­ 
ance losses, while income 
from 
investments was $11,331,000. 
"The cost of deposit insurance 
to the banks in the 
temporary 
fund and in the fund for 
mu­ 
tuals, has, therefore, been nil,” 
said Mr. Crowley. 
“ It will be 
possible to make a refund to the 
banks in the fund as of June 30, 
1935, in the full amount of $41,- 
460,000. 
This will constitute a 
IOO per cent refund of the as- 
sesssments paid by those banks 
which were insured on the above 
date. 
According to a proposed 
amendment to the law. banks re­ 
maining insured 
shall 
receive 
credit for these funds against fu­ 
ture assessments to be paid the 
corporation under the permanent 
plan.”

HOLDS CLINIC 


To Treat Whitedale and 
Germfask 
Children 
July 30 and 31 


An 
opportunity 
to have chil­ 
dren protected against diphtheria 
and smallpox and to 
have 
pre­ 
school children given a thorough 
physical examination will be given 
parents in the 
Whitedale 
and 
Germfask communities on 
Tues­ 
day and Wednesday of this week 
when the District Department 
of 
Health holds clinics in those plac­ 
es. Dr. C. D. Hart, director, and 
Miss Emma Johnson, R. N , dis­ 
trict nurse, will be the members 
of the health unit staff in charge 
of the clinics. 
The 
clinic on Tuesday will be 
held in the L. D. S. hall at White- 
dale and is for the treatment of 
children of Mueller 
and 
Doyle 
townships. 
On Wednesday, chil­ 
dren from Seney and 
Germfask 
townships will he treated in a clin­ 
ic in the Germfask school. Each of 
the clinics will 
open 
at 
nine 
o'clock In the morning and it is 
expected will be concluded at four 
o’clock in the afternoon. 
The 
clinics this week will be 
similar to the four day clinic held 
in Manistique recently 
when 
a 
total of 283 children attended, 59 
pre-school children were examin­ 
ed, 
239 toxoid treatments given 
and 232 vaccinations 
performed. 
All classes of people brought their 
children to the clinics and already 
several children found with 
de­ 
fects have gone to their 
family 
doctors for correction. 
Some par­ 
ents even took their children to 
their family doctors for vaccina­ 
tions. 
While the clinics are principally 
for the pre-school group of chil­ 
dren. school children who failed 
to be immunized 
or 
vaccinated 
during the clinics 
held 
in 
the 
spring may come in to the clinics 
to be held on Tuesday and Wed­ 
nesday. 
All children six months 
old or over can be safely immuniz­ 
ed against diphtheria and the vac­ 
cination treatment for protection 
against smallpox may 
he 
given 
children a day old or over. 
These clinics are a part of a se­ 
ries of over a dozen being held in 
the health district at no cost to 
parents and which are designed to 
make impossible 
any 
epidemic 
outbreaks of these two 
diseases 
which take such heavy toll of the 
younger children. A similar clinic 
will be held at Cooks during the 
latter part of August.

Italy. 
England, 
like 
Ethiopia, wants full discussion at 
Geneva. 
But the whole idea of consid­ 
eration of Hie dispute at Geneva 
is repugnant to ll Duce. 
Over Germany there was tense­ 
ness, uneasiness. 
Tho atmosphere was similar to 
the suspense prior to the “blood 
purge" of a year ago.
